Dean Sumner Asserts Some Aid 
Secret Societies by 


Subterfuge. 


THREE: GIRLS FIRST TO BE OUSTED 


An order that will mean the suspension of 
thousands of high »echool students was passed 
yesterday at a meeting of the schoo! manage- 
ment committee of the board of education. 

Another order which may result in the sus- 
pension of a number of high school principals 
also was approved. 

Both actions followed a statement dy one 
pupil, who appeared before the committee. 
He frankly said he considered the board of 
education as a joke. The steps then taken 


fight against secret societies in public 
schools. 

The new order will suspend every pupil 
now a member of any of the societies and 
also pupils who have resigned but whose 
resignation has been unaccepted. Some of 
the principals in their fraternity pledge 
have made special rulings in these 
cases, saying that where the pupils 
pledge themselves to keep out of the activi- 
tles ot the fraternity they may consider them- 
selves exempt from the suspension rule. The 
new order will not leave this class out. 


Denounced by Dean Sumner. 


committee, left his chair and turned over the 
meeting to William A. Vincent, Then he took 
the floor and denounced the attitude of many 
of the principals in allowing the societies to 
exist through subterfuge. He accused them 
of being in the class with those who consid- 
ered the board a joke, He moved that charges 
be brought against every principal who was 
coanmigant of the existence of fraternities in 
his school and who had made no active effort 
to stamp them out, that they be tried before 
the trial board and suspended if found gullty, 
The motion was passed unanimously. 

“If these principals are suspended for 
thirty days“ he sald, they will take an in- 
terest in this secret society matter. The or- 
ganizations will be stamped out.“ 

All of the high school principals have been 
invited to attend the meeting. About twenty 
of them were present. 


Boy Calls Board “Joke.” 

Dean Sumner's motion came after a round 
faced, rosy cheeked youth named Rice from 
the Hyde Park High schoo? hed testified he 
signed the nonfraternity pledge because he 
believed if he didn’t he couldn't go to school. 
He said he never ceased to be a member of 
a fraternity. 

“Are you the boy who remarkéd that the 
board of education was a joke” asked Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of schools. 

„Tes,“ he replied. 

Though knowing young Rice could not have 
been a mender of a girl's sorority, one of the 
trustees asked in a tone of ridicule: 
And what sorority did you say you be- 
longed to. Mr. Rice“ 

Rice blushed, but remained silent. 

Then Dean Sumner stood up. 

„'m inclined to think many of the prin- 
cipals think we're a joke, too,” he said. 
“I am going to present charges against any 
principal I find to be cognizant of secret so- 
#ieties in his school. Just because we are an 
honorable body of the city ts no reason why 
we should be made monkeys. 

“It seems atrocious that we should give 
an hour of this meeting for this exceedingly 
silly situation. We find the pupils calling 
this dignified body @ joke, defying us, mak- 
ing us give up our time to this matter. It 
is most deplorable that there is a consider- 
abdle numder of boys and girls who will sign 
a definite, clear pledge, and then entirely dis- 
regard that pledge. 


Denounces Parents as Lax. 

“It is a shame that the parents also have 
so low a standard of morality that they will 
allow their children, after signing this 
pledge, to continue their relations with secret 
societies as if there had never been a pledge. 

Some of the principals are absolutely sure 
there are no societies in their schools, and 
yet we find their pupils calling us jokes: 
Some are lukewarm in the matter of stamp- 
ing out the practice. Some, when they know 
how the board feels in the matter, will fight 
the societies a little harder.’ 

Mrs. Young will write letters to every col- 
lege fraternity and sorority in the country 
asking them not to accept to their member- 
ship boye and girle who have belonged to a 
high school society. The attitude of one na- 
tional fraternity at its conference in Chicago 
this winter prompted her. 

Mrs. Young told of one group of boys wish- 
ing to form a fraternity, who wrote to the 
professor of Greek at me University of IIIi- 
nois, asking him to give them the Greek let- 
ters indicating “ All for each and each for 
all.”

ALREADY WAS EXPELLED 


Ald. “Al” R. Tearney’s open disregard 
cf the 1 o'clock closing law was condemned 
by the advisory committee of the Tlinols 
Liquor Dealers’ association at a meeting 
held yesterday afternoon in the Schiller 
building. 

Six districts of the state were represented 
by thirty-three members, nearly every one 
of whom, it is said, expressed indignation 
at the alderman-saloonkeeper’s conduct of 
his Thirty-fifth street café. 

The feeling became so bitter against the 
lawmaker that the question was raised as to 
whether he should not be expelled from the 
association. This subject was dropped, how- 
ever, wheh the meeting was informed that 
Tearney had been automatically expelled 
some weeks ago for non-payment of dues. — 


Says Council Should Oust Tearney. 

Ernst Kunde, president of the Mutual 
brewery, who is the head of the state 
board, presided at the meeting. He did not 
mince words in criticising Tearney when 
seen later at his residence. 

“Tearney is a disgrace to the business,” 
be said, ‘‘ and should be punéshed for violat- 
ing the law made by the council of which he 
ie a member.” 

Mr. Kunde said this sentiment was ex- 
pressed by practically every man at the 
meeting. He declared the downstate liquor 
dealers indicated as much familiarity with 
Tearney’s offenses as did the Chicago mem- 
bers. The latter, however, were more out- 
spoken, he said, in dervunciation of the alder - 
man.

Davidson. Later Mrs. William Langdon, a

Wilson that 
the inaugural ball be abandoned. 

William Corcoran Dust chairman of the 
inauguration committee, has recefved a let- 
ter from Gov. Wilson in which the latter 
says he wishes those in charge of the ball to 
consider the feasibility of omitting ft trom 
the ceremonies incident to his induction inte 
office on March 4. 


Asks Ball Be Abandoned. 
Following is the letter: 

My Dear Mr. Eustis: After taking 
éounsel with a great many persons and 
assessing as well as I could general opin- 
ion in the matter, 1 have come to the 
conclusion that it is my duty to ask you 
to consider the feasibility’ of omitting 
the inaugural] ball altogether. 

I do this with a great déal of hesitation, 
because I do not wish to interfere with 
gettied practices or with reasonable ex- 
pectations of those who usually’ go to 
enjoy the inauguration, but it has come 
to wear the aspect of 4 sort of public 
duty, because of the large indirect ex- 
pense upon the governmaént incidenta] to 
it, and because thease dalle have ceased 
to be necessary to the enjoyment of the 
visitors.

In anewer to that ques- 
tion, therefore, I must qualify it by saying 
that while I have a high regard for the peo- 
ple connected with those institutions I could 
not agree that I believe that it is the wisest 
way to handle them. On the contrary, I 
should not agree with that policy. 


Control of Money Power. 

MR. UNTERM TER-I have before me a 
copy of an address delivered by you, or pur- 
porting to have been delivered by you, be- 
fore the national business congress in 1911. 
You are reported as having made this state- 
ment: ‘I believe the money power now lies 
in the hands of a dozen men; and I plead 
guilty to being one, in the last analysis, of 
those men!“ Was that statement made in 
connection with a discussion of the currency 
question? 

MR. REYNOLDS—Yes, sir. My purpose in 
making that statement, Mr. Untermyer, was 
this: I talked extemporameously, and per- 
haps was not as explicit as I should have 
been in making my explanations. I have no 
desire in any way. to disclaim responsibility 
for it, however, because I have reiterated it 
fifty times since. 

MR. UNTERMYER—And you believed it? 

MR. REYNOLDS—And I believed it, and 
still believe it. What I was trying to say 
was that I did not believe that the bankers of 
the country generally were combined to- 
gether and had secret meetings to control and 
influence this thing called money and credit. 
What I meant to say was that, under our 
national banking laws, requiring that the 
national banks in three central cities should 
carry a reserve of the national banks of the 
country, that there was a natural concen- 
tration of the money power, or the power to 
issue credit against reserve which they would 

carry, in the hands of a few men. What 
I meant by saying that I was one of them was 
this: Our bank probably carries a larger 
percentage of accounts of outside banks than 
any other institution in America, both in 
number and volume. I meant to say that 
IT was conscious of the responsibility that that 
thing placed upon me, and was urging cur- 
rency legielation which would oorrect amy 
faults that exist. 


In Cases of Collusion. 

MR. UNTERMTER— Tou also said in that 
connection: I believe that two or three 
in New York, two or three in Chicago, and 
two or three in St. Louie, could control the 
question of whether or not loans should be 
made to corresponVents throughout the cours 
try.“ 

MR. REYNOLDS~—If there was collusion, 
I do beleive that, yes, sir; if there was col- 
lusion. 

MR. UNTERMYER—Had that discussion. 
or meeting, anything to do with this other 
question of the concentration of money and 
credit, to which we have been referring? 

MR. REYNOLDS—No, sir; not as invest- 
ment banking, no, sir. 

MR. UNTERMYER—They are wholly apart 
from the other question? 

MR. REYNOLDS~Yes, sir; I regard them 
as two distinctly di ent kinds of banking.

EXPERTS DISPUTE J. J. HILL 
ON QUESTION OF FERTILIZER. 


North Dakota Agricultura} College Pro- 
fessors Scoff at Hic Claim That Phos- 
phorus Will Increase Crops. 


Grand Forks, N. D., Jan. 16.—Vigorous ex- 
ception to the report that James J. Hill has 
discovered in phosphorus a fertilizer that will 
aid in securing greater crop production in the 
northwest is taken by Prof. J. H. Sheppard 
of the North Dakota Agricultural college. 
Prof. Sheppard declares thet the North Da- 
kota experiment station hes made trials cov- 
ering a period of five years, in which the fer- 
tinzers used by Mr. Hill in his experiments 
have been used. Stable manure, well rotted 
and applied at the rate of ten wagon loads 
per acre, gave heavier yields of wheat than 
any of the commercial fertilizers, including 
the phosphates. 

Prof. H. L. Bolley, the crop expert of the 
college, said in a speech tonight: 

„Mr. Hill's publicity agent is responsible 
for the statement that northweetern lends, 
apparently both old and new, throughout the 
three great spring wheat producing states 
need 300 pounds of phosphate to the acre.

resentatives has elected a speaker merely 
proclaim the vote by which the state om - 
cers were eleeted, but they have other du- 
ties. The legislature is empowered to elect 
state officials in cage of a tie vote and to 
determine contests for the offices in ques 
tion. 
The canvass of the vote is not a mere 
formelity. In one legislative district in Cook 
county the county, canvassing board in De- 
cember, passing on a question of disputed 
votes, certified ‘the election of a Democrat 
to the hause of representatives. The state 
canvadsing board, sitting on the same case, 
certified the election of the Republican, who 
| thereupon took the seat and will retain it 
antil the house of representatives passes on 
the contest.

On the other hand, how many people try 
to walk with their heads straight up and 
their shoulders reared back. Under these 
circumstances the muscles of the calf and 
the arch of the foot have to pull and push 
‘hard to get the man over the ground, and 
night brings aching legs and tired, burning 
feet. 

The man who rears back throws a part 
of his backbone into a backward curve, 
and another part must take on an extra 
forward curve. A protuberant abdomen fol- 
lows a head thrown back. More frequently 
a man with loose, weak, flabby abdominal 
muscles gets a protiberant abdomen, and 
automatically he rears back to balance it. 

Whichever way it comes about, he comes 
down square on his heels, and a mile walk 
will tire him more than three miles should.

Although the Felloweses belong toe the 
‘“beerage,’’ in the sense that the greater 
portion of thelr wealth is derived from brew- 
ing, they are an old family, and they have 
represented the county of Huntingdon in 
parliament for nearly two centuries. 

The foundations of the fortunes of the 
house were laid by the marriage of William 
Fellowes of London, in the middle of the 
seventeenth century, to the sister and hetress 

of Thomas Coulson, M. P., a director of the 
Bast India company. 

It was through him that William Fellowes 
inherited Ramsay abbey, a once famous 
monastery, which at the time of the refor- 
mation had deen granted by Henry VIII. 
to Thomas Cromwell, from whom it went, 
through the Titus family, to the Coulsons 
and the Felloweses. 

The Ramsay peerage was created by Queen 
Victoria on the occasion of her jubilee in 
favor of the father of the present Lord de 
Ramsay. But he died within four weeks 
after having been raised to the upper cham- 
ber of the national legislature.

Lord de Ramsay is married to Lady Rosa - 
mond Spencer Churchill, one of the elder 
sisters of the late Duke of Marlborough, of 
Lord Randolph Churchill, of Lady Wim- 
borne, and of the Dowager Duchess of Rox- 
burghe. 

Lady de Ramsay’s hobby is dog fancying.

The imperial manifesto specifically releves 
the grand duke of his duties as commander 
‘of the chevalier guards and establishes 6 


- guardianship over his person, property, 


affairs under the supreme direction of the 
emperor. The administratſon of his estate 
is transferred to a department of the im- 
perial court. 


Punishment for Recent Marriage. 

The decree states that these steps are 
taken by the emperor to mark hie disap- 
proval of the recent marriage of the grand 
duke to Mme. Sheremetievskaia.”’ 

The manifesto also removes the grand duke 
from his position as regent-designate during 
the minority of the imperial crown prince 
in case of the death of the present emperor. 


Successor Is Unknown, 

The issue of a further rescript selecting a 
suecessor to the Grand Duke Michael in the 
regency is expected immediately. No name 
has been divulged, but the Grand Duke Die- 
mitri Pavlovitch, son of the Grand Duke 
Paul, has been frequently mentioned in un- 
official gossip.

New York, Jan. 16.—H@w and why inde 
pendent moving picture companies were com- 
bined or absorbed to form the alleged mov- 
ing picture trust in December, 1908, was 


told on the stand today by Henry N. Marvin, 


president of the American Biograph company 
and of the Motion Picture Patents company, 
a witness in the government sult to dissolve 
the trust.“ 

Mr. Marvin in answer to questions, sald the 
General Film company was not organised 
for profit. 

The company, 25 ne testified, “ was organ- 
ised by ‘oe manufacturers to protect the ex- 
hibiter to give the public better photures. 
It was not organised for profit and, in fact, 
the manufacturers thought they would lose 
money on it.” | 

Before the combination was accomplished 
there were 150 independent companies: in the 
United States, said Marvin. The Patente 
compeny was organized by nine leading film 
manufacturers under an agreement to lease 
films only to companies licensed; by the pat- 
ents company. Of the 150, only 116 were 
licensed, the witness conceded ,and the others 
went out of business, after =vhich the manv- 
facturers organized the Genera) Film com- 
pany, buying fifty-seven of the 116 licenses 
exchanges and canceling the licensee of 
many others.
